Today the general area trav ersed by the Scan­ 
dinav ian Airlines route is mark ed by many 
w^eather and radio stations which can assist air­ 
craft spanning the icj’ wastes. Some indication 
of the confidence these aids inspire can be 
gather from the distinguished passenger list on 
the first westbound flight. Prince Axel of Den­ 
mark , three Nordic prem iers and a host of other 
im portant persons made the trip. 
No doubt these flights will ordinarily come 
to be v iewed as no less routine than standard 
transoceanic flights to Europe and the Par East. 
Yet it’s still fair to say that the air passenger 
seek ing adv enture is more lik ely to get a sense 
of it from the new Arctic route than any other 
way. 
The northern passage has other meanings, 
obv iously. It dramatizes 
the 
accessibility of 
Europe and Asia to our m ilitary aircraft flying 
the .\rctic and mak es it plain the Russians work 
the same strategy in rev erse. 
The northern door to America is no longer 
safely shut while we try to guard our Atlantic 
and Pacific coasts from threat of hostile planes. 
We may hav e k nown this for some time, but 
the reality of commercial flying ov er the Arctic 
must surely heighten our concern for the de­ 
fense of this continent and our oym borders. 
We can be thank ful that an airline represent­ 
ing free Europe is operating ov er this route. For 
as we hav e been benefiting recently from data 
compiled by Canadian as well as American- 
manned Arctic w eather and radio stations, so 
we may expect to be giv en all useful flying data 
amassed on Scandinav ian’s now regular flights. 
Both commercially and m ilitarily 
the 
im ­ 
portance of this dev elopment is clear. But its 
m eaning is greater. Tt is another trium ph of 
m an’s spirit. The air conquest of the Arctic 
represents his successful intrusion into one of 
the last and most forbidding of the earth’s great 
Tv astelands.

Treatment O f Tuberculo sis 


Has Im pro v ed Ov er the Years 


By Edwin P. Jo rdan, M.D. 
There is scarcely a family of a generation 
ago w^hich did not lose lov ed ones from tubercu­ 
losis. Today the situation is v astly different and 
many of u.s hav e not lost a close relativ e from 
♦his disease for forty years or more. 
But tuberculosis is not yet wiped out ev en 
though the end is in ¡sight — prov iding we 
actuallv use those methods of fighting it which 
are now k nowm. To win this w’ar is im portant 
since adv anced tuberculosis is a danger to life 
and less sev ere forms are a hazard to others 
since the germ which causes it is most com­ 
monly carried from one person to another. 
Treatm ent of tuberculosis has been greatly 
improv ed ov er the years and young Bill w^ho 
might hav e died from it 50 years ago today 
stands a good chance of recov ery and getting 
back to his job. His chances are better, though, 
if the disease is found early, and he is not so 
lik ely to infect his wife and k ids. 
For this reason one of the most hopv eful de­ 
v elopments of recent years which nfay yet driv e 
the final nail in the coffin of tuberculosis is 
the community surv ey. 
Thank s to technical improv ements with the 
use of X-rays it is now possible to tak e tiny films 
of the chest of millions of people at small cost. 
These m iniature X -ray films are not quite as 
reliable as the full-sized ones, but they do re­ 
v eal anything suspicious and if they do, a regu­ 
lar film can be made. 
W hat mak es these small films particularly 
v aluable is that they can be made on so many 
people and thus serv e to discov er unsuspected 
cases of the disease in the early curable stage. 
Also it m ak es’ it possible to stop the spread 
o f germ to others 
so that ev entually there 
should be no one left from whom to catch the 
disease though this happy day is not around 
the corner. 
In this discussion of tuberculosis mention rnay 
be made also of one other m atter about which 
there is wide interest. This is the attem pt to 
build up resistance to tuberculosis in indiv iduals 
bv v accination with a substance k nown as BCG. 
This has been in use for a great many years 
but because of a most unfortunate accident in 
GermanV shortly after the v accine was intro­ 
duced (which prov ed due to a mistak e rather 
than the result of the use of the v accine m 
proper form) this method of v accination has 
nev er come into wide use. 
Nev ertheless there is now a v ast amount of 
ev idence w'hich indicates that BCG is of dis­ 
tinct v alue in the protection from tuberculosis 
and w^hile it will tak e years to decide on its 
full v alue its use under certain conditions in 
order to build up indiv idual resistance to tu ­ 
berculosis seems to be w’ell worth while. Thus 
the campaign goes forward.
